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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-17 and 19-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Lee et al. Lee et al. teach a method for detecting fraud when facilitating a payment 
transaction over the Internet, the method comprises receiving sales information 
pertaining to the purchase of a product (121), receiving payment information from a 
buyer (304), performing an automated analysis (112) to determine if fraud exists, 
notifying the seller to send the product to the buyer (the fulfillment of the order) when no 
fraud exits and communicate to a human for fraud investigation when the analysis 
indicates potential fraud (104 and claim 7). It should also be noted that Lee et al. teach 
numerous fields including IP address, shipping address, billing address (Table 2) that 
are used in the automated analysis to determine fraud. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 18 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Lee et al. in view of Anderson et al. As noted above, Lee et al. teach all of the 
features of the claimed invention including sending communication to the seller; 
however, Lee et al. appears to be silent regarding sending communication to the 
purchaser. On the other hand, it is common for businesses to notify the purchasers that 
a transaction can not be completed due to processing flags which include overdrawn of 
an account, invalid or expired credit card number etc. Accordingly, it is believed that 
Lee et al teach sending a communication to the buyer. In order to specifically define 
such a teaching, Anderson et al. is submitted to show contacting a customer in the 
event of a problem (Fig. 3). Accordingly, to include a communication to the buyer in the 
event of a problem with the transaction in the Lee et al. system, as suggested by 
Anderson et al. would have been obvious for one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
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time of the invention. The motivation for such a modification is seem in col. 5, lines 40- 
50 which details how customer relations are improved. 

Response to Arguments 

The declaration filed on July 15, 2003, under 37 CFR 1.131 has been considered 
but is ineffective to overcome the Lee et al. reference. 

The evidence submitted is insufficient to establish a conception of the invention 
prior to the effective date of the Lee et al. reference. While conception is the mental 
part of the inventive act, it must be capable of proof, such as by demonstrative evidence 
or by a complete disclosure to another. Conception is more than a vague idea of how to 
solve a problem. The requisite means themselves and their interaction must also be 
comprehended. See Mergenthaler v. Scudder, 1897 CD. 724, 81 O.G. 1417 (D.C. Cir. 
1897). The declaration fails to establish any evidence of dates relied upon. Also, the 
declaration fails to address whether the claimed invention was conceived prior to April 
6, 2000. 

The Lee et al. reference is a U.S. patent or U.S. patent application publication of 
a pending or patented application that claims the rejected invention. An affidavit or 
declaration is inappropriate under 37 CFR 1.131(a) when the reference is claiming the 
same patentable invention, see MPEP § 2306. If the reference and this application are 
not commonly owned, the reference can only be overcome by establishing priority of 
invention through interference proceedings. See MPEP Chapter 2300 for information 
on initiating interference proceedings. If the reference and this application are 
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commonly owned, the patent may be disqualified as prior art by an affidavit or 
declaration under 37 CFR 1.130. See MPEP§718.
